hen word came that John 
Hinckley Jr. white, and the 


Republican, self-consciously Christian 
family, felt relieved. Had been black, 
Hinckley could have been used legiti- 
mize and fuel America’s racism, both 
its quiet and fearful form and its virulent 
and abusive strain. 

And was relieved that wasn’t 
member some left-fringe sect. 
even partisan: it’s now suspected 
that would have shot Jimmy Carter 
last October gotten the chance. 
had grudge; wasn’t whacked-out 
intellectual unstable student afraid 
losing his college loan. didn’t repre- 
anti-Reagan, anti-Republican critics 
this country’s emerging domestic and for- 
eign policies. Had been anything all 
would have felt vulnerable. 
Hinckley could have been used ex- 
cuse for increased political repression. 

will admit that this is, part, 
paranoid reaction. feel like kid who 
has played crack, break your 
mother’s and then gone home 
discover mother has cut her hand: 
what someone finds out? But consider- 
ing that the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
under chairman Strom Thurmond, has 
created successor the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, called 
the subcommittee security and terror- 
ism, also know paranoia well- 
grounded the times. 

Hinckley country-club kid gone 
wrong. can’t even used ex- 
cuse thump the New Testament and 
warn about the decline the American 
family. This boy had all the advantages, 
neighbor his parents said. Reagan was 
shot one his own. 

Later, when the story surfaced 
brief membership the neo- 
Nazi National Socialist Party America, 
realized how much have been taken 
the myth the violent left. first 
instinct had been suspect him being 
crazed member the Communist 
Workers Party some such, but the 
history organized political violence 
this country not the story commu- 


nist commando raids, bloody slave 
rebellions, even widespread union 
sabotage. 

Thousands black men were lynched 
the Klan this century. was the 
Wobblies who were nearly annihilated, 
not the Pinkertons the police. The 
National Guard opened fire the 
students Kent State, not the other way 
around. The powers that are far more 
likely use force than the people who 
oppose those powers. And the right 
which identifies with some fuzzy notions 
the way power used distributed 
has always been far more pressing 
danger our much-vaunted freedoms 
than the left. 

Hinckley wanted Nazi, but the 
Nazis have him. Maybe the 
Klan would have.

assassination attempt made 
Ronald Reagan March will 
slow motion. didn’t happen that way. 
The way happened was abrupt, fast, 
shocking, dizzying, that barely gave the 
eye time focus. The mind could hardly 
register danger before was time un- 

derstand that the danger was over. 

The videotapes the shooting were 
never shown without immediate repe- 
tition the film slow motion. Fre- 
quently, the camera also stopped the ac- 
tion altogether, presenting freeze-frames

Perhaps this fascination with the slow- 
motion refrain attempt make 
sense senseless act. Maybe hope 
that watch one more time very 
closely, very carefully some reason will 
emerge this time. Slow motion helps tell 
who, what, where, when, and how. 
also tell why? Undoubtedly 
unfair question ask pictures, but 
the question that never answered 
satisfactorily politicians and sociolo- 
gists who argue gun control and family 
structure, the economy and the law. They 
give lot talk that finally doesn’t 
explain much and always leads away 
from the ugly results. The pictures 
least stay with the facts.

the celebration, but the record 
clear. century ago, the city blew $53 
the taxpayers’ money honor delega- 
tion Ponca Indians. anyone knows 
Ponca, one might ask there’s any tribal 
lore whether the Indians were offend- 
‘to learn they ever did that the 
same city that same year spent $150.40 
honor John Kelly, New York City’s 
comptroller.

This historic reality 
may have been created more politics 
than bigotry, given that the Irish vote

What troubled least vocal minor- 
ity Bostonians then (as does now) 
was not the discrimination, but the ex- 
pense. Citizens did not like pay taxes 
then, just they not like now.

Politicians who spend what critics 
regard inordinate amounts public 
money meals, wines, and guests are 
always making least two mistakes.

Such speeches, out fashion for the 
last four decades so, could make 
comeback the economy gets any worse 
and the fiscal crunch gets any crunchier.

fact, when the private sector has found 
certain its services less than profit- 
able, has abandoned them the gov- 
ernment, which has proceeded blow 
tax money canals, railroads, bus lines, 
and abandoned, vandalized factories. 

short, what Boston and other old 
American communities must pay the 
cost neglect the part both the 
public and the private sector. pay to- 
day for the expenses deferred yester- 
taxpayers’ revolutions and alleged 
fiscal watchdogs.

earth, each doing its best pass for 
human. outdistanced them all with 
our capacity for speech until the laboratories 
filled with grammatically proficient orang- 
utans ordering second banana for breakfast. 
retreated homo ludens, but what could 
more playful than kitten with ball string? 
Who says whooping cranes 
don’t pray? Honeybees dance and humpback 
whales sing and mother elephants spank their 
young. But only humans bury our dead. 
Call us, then, homo funebris: always and 
everywhere, take care our dead. Why this 
should dispute. Some anthropolo- 
gists speculate that funeral customs originated 
order protect corpses from scavengers, and 
communities from disease prevent the 
deceased from rising, zombie-like, and walking 
among the living. Others point our need 
defuse death’s terrible impact, which satisfy 
incorporating into the rituals life. 
Whatever the motive, over the centuries 
devised some extraordinary techniques for dis- 
posing our dead. Zoroastrians, for instance, 
favor exposing the body vultures 
whereas Hindus practice cremation 
elaborate wooden pyres. Until recently, the 


aborigines New South Wales cheerfully de- 
voured their deceased relatives funeral feasts 
that outdid the wildest Irish wake. Even mum- 


‘mification faded out entirely; the Utili- 


tarian philosopher Jeremy Bentham donated his 
estate the University London upon condi- 
tion that his body stuffed, enclosed glass- 
walled cabinet, and wheeled out for every 
meeting the Board Regents.

The Boston area offers the 
most impressive cemeteries 
America, ranging from spartan 
Colonial churchyards vast Vic- 
torian necropolises. The older 
ones double outdoor museums, 
with many fine examples the 
sideline blacksmiths, cobblers, 
and other craftsmen, these tomb- 
stones are New England folk art 
its best, extending into death 
the close-knit ways Puritan 
life. The epitaphs they bear are 
worth examining length; “the 
tombstone about the only 
Mary Little wrote, 
can stand upright and lie its 
face the same time.” 


King’s Chapel Burying 
Ground 

Founded 1630. Tremont Street, 
Boston. 

The King’s Chapel Burying 
Ground broods the middle 
the business district like mourn- 
ful visitor from the 17th century. 
The oldest and smallest 
Boston’s graveyards, was built 
Puritans, and their sobriety 
reflected its geometrical plan 
and square-cornered paths. The 
iconography death every- 
where: winged skulls, cross- 
bones, clocks, and coffins run riot 
over the gray slate stones. None 
the markers stands more than 
three feet high; body they 
look like congregation bowed 
even death. The oldest ones are 
the most austere, inscribed only 
with the deceased’s name 
and the dates 
birth and death. 

Most early settlers 
are buried here, including Mary 
Chilton, the first woman step 
off the Mayflower; John 
Endecott, one the six original 
purchasers Massachusetts; and 
John Winthrop, first governor 
the state. Lurking somewhere 
among these luminaries may

Not 
long after, she was tried and ac- 
quitted charge murdering 
her son. Redemption came two 
centuries later, when Nathaniel 
Hawthorne turned her name into 
Hester Prynne and her story into 
American tragedy. adjacent 
plaque claims that weathered 
can discerned the crest 
Elizabeth’s grave, but truth 
looks more like racing stripe. 
deep shaft capped or- 
nate iron cupola stands nearby. 
This crypt seems the 
most interesting structure the 
until the rumbling 
begins and you real- 
ize it’s subway ventilation 
shaft, Green Line 
construction 1896. Equally 
deceptive are the chunks stone 
that turn out the tips 
toddlers’ tombs. These tiny, 
featureless markers for tiny, 
featureless lives dot all the 
Puritan burial grounds. 1700, 
the life expectancy Boston was 
less than years, and survival 
past childhood entailed con- 
stant battle against measles, scar- 
let fever, whooping cough, and 
typhoid.

Phipps Street Burying 

Founded 1631. Phipps Street,

enters through rusty gate and 
works his way across carpet 
green and amber glass, the rem- 
nants what seem like million 
emptied beer bottles. The ground 
thick with garbage: orange 
peels, the torso dismembered 
doll, some discarded condoms, 
suggesting who knows what ar- 
cane rite passage. This bone- 
yard downbeat they come. 
The monuments are tarnished, 
tilting, toppled the ground. Bits 
slate are scattered all around, 
bearing indecipherable messages 
the one spot the 
earth has collapsed, exposing 
subterranean crypt with brick 
tunnel leading into the dark.

Granary Burying Ground 
Founded 1660. Tremont Street, 
Boston. 
Beyond its massive Egyptian- 
revival portals, the Granary Bury- 


ing Ground harbors curious mix

ing 17th-century stones, church 
bells competing with car horns, 
and kids getting stoned the 
stones buried kids. The graves 
are arranged tidy, symmetrical 
rows, like cans supermarket 
shelf. brick path, bounded 
iron chains, guides the visitor 
around macabre Who’s Who 
the Revolution. Here the white 
phallic marker John Hancock, 
forceful his signature; the 
towering central obelisk Quin- 
anite built Benjamin 
Franklin honor his parents; 
and the simple graves Paul Re- 
vere, Samuel Adams and James 
Otis (killed lightning 
Three early governors Massa- 
chusetts are buried here, along 
with the patron saint govern- 
esses, Elizabeth Goose, who liked 
sing jingles children and 
call herself The last 
words Ms. Goose spoke before 
being put rest the Granary 
are reported be, 
Dumpty sat wall.” 

The Granary the resting 
place the Boston Massacre vic- 
tims, who were entombed 
March, 1770, before crowd 
10,000.

Thousands Bostonians bus- 
tle past the Central Burying 
Ground each day, yet almost 
one knows there. 


because boasts few famous 
inhabitants? its antiquity 
incongruous with the surround- 
ing urbanity lies just block 
the Combat Zone that, 
like Brigadoon, simply ex- 
ist?

absence external stimuli. They dis- 
covered that, after while, the brain 
creates its own stimuli: hallucinations. 

Altered states. 

basement Harvard Medical School, nor 
did feel like snoozing foot brine. 

But the statistics began rouse 
curiosity. Thousands people are 
floating. Since 1972, hundreds iso- 
lation tanks have been manufactured 
the United States. And the past three 
years, over commercial 
have cropped cities across the coun- 
try. 

America’s free-enterprise system has 
shown impeccable creativity coughing 
answers the quest for tranquility 
and inner peace. was 
followed est. Then there was the hot 
tub. Now the tank. 

People are floating unleash the inner 
self, ease aching muscles, reduce stress, 
and enhance artistic creativity. And tank- 
pushers have succeeded turning water, 
Epsom salts, and plywood into booming 
business venture. 

The idea behind isolation tanks dates 
back the 1950s and the work Dr. 
famous for his success with dolphins, Lil- 
developed the tank for sensory- 
deprivation experiments the National 
Institute for Mental Health. his own 
tank experiences, Lilly, with 
casional assist from LSD-25, found inner 
peace, left his physical body, and met 


with mystical ‘‘other 

But sensory-deprivation experiments 
predate Lilly and his tank. And during 
the early research, the sensory-deprived 
found anything but inner peace. 

Scientific and government probes into 
deprivation stemmed from 
curiosity about the use isolation 
brainwashing technique. 1953, the 
University Dr. Donald 
Hebb experimented with student 
volunteers strapping them prone 
bed air-conditioned box. Hebb 
sleeved their hands and arms card- 
board restraints and limited their vision 
with translucent ski goggles. The effects 
were unpleasant: the students thrashed 
around uncontrollably the beds, seek- 
ing some sort stimulation. After 
while, organized rational thought be- 
came impossible. They had delusions and 
hallucinations. 

But Lilly, his book The Deep Self, 
contends that the isolation tank, 
providing physically soothing volun- 
tary environment, can help people ex- 
plore the innermost recesses the mind. 
fact, Lilly and fellow tank-heads reject 
the term sensory deprivation. Most 
floaters prefer think tank trips 
offering sensory isolation, whereby some 
sensations (visual, aural, tactile, olfac- 
tory) are diminished and others (mental) 
are enhanced. 

Although Lilly began tanking the 
195Qs, mass public sensory soaking 
didn’t hit the relaxation-attainment/nir- 
vana-seeking market until some years 
later. First embrace floating was you 
guessed California, after Los 
Angeles couple, Glen and Lee Perry, turned 
the idea Lilly lecture. The 
Perrys, computer specialist and 
schoolteacher, gave their careers and 
founded Samadhi Sanskrit for 

Samadhi began churning out tanks 
1972, and June, 1979, the Perrys opened 
first commercial tank parlor 
the Samadhi Tank Center Beverly 
Hills. 

But took Denver businessman 
beat the West Coast the punch 
opening the nation’s very first tank 
Float Relax, Inc. Gary Higgins, 
carpet company mogul, began manu- 
facturing tanks three years ago; and after 
launching his Denver tank center, 
carted tank across the country 
Winnebago, showboating floating. 
Higgins wasn’t into expanding con- 
sciousness, was into expanding Float 


Relax. 

And so, seems, were other up-and- 
coming businesspeople. Speculators 
latched onto the idea and bought fran- 
chises; soon Float Relax outlets were 
opening Minneapolis, Houston, 
Coconut Grove, Seattle, and 
Philadelphia. Higgins’s chain now boasts 
dealerships, and people are floating 
coast coast. Robert King, general 
manager Float Relax, put 
it, the McDonaldses the relax- 
ation industry.” 

King quick point out that anyone 
who can eat Big Mac can float. Most 
tank-heads aren’t new-age types seeking 
mystical experiences. float re- 
duce said King. Students float be- 
fore exams. Housewives dunk, and 
business people. And Denver, air- 
traffic controllers, police, and the Broncos 
are all regular tank-heads. 

Float Relax runs heavy anti-stress 
sales pitch, giving tanking mainstream 
image. For the skeptic, there’s scientific 
data: electroencephalograph studies have 
shown increased delta brain-wave activi- 
during isolation-tank use. And one 
hour’s sleep with delta emissions can 
more relaxing than eight-hour snooze 
the more conscious alpha and beta 
states. got time for few winks? 
Catch ‘em our 

Other purported cures include relief 
from arthritis pain, muscle aches, preg- 
nancy discomforts, and migraines. The 
only people discouraged from tank use 
are those with epilepsy, heart problems, 
severe psychological disturbances. 

Samadhi Tanks agrees 
with the concept tanking for stress 
reduction. “We're not selling meta- 
physical said Brando Crespi,

Sure they are. Giving floating new- 
age image may have been all right for 
California, but now Samadhi too 
branching out. This month, the com- 
pany will open 20-tank spa San Fran- 
cisco, and deals are the works for the 
Bay area, Tucson, Chicago, and New 
York City, And within the year, Samadhi 
plans establish global float market, 
opening both tank factories and float 
centers Canada and Japan. 

Both Samadhi and Float Relax like 
flaunt lists celebrities who tank. 
Float Relax has sold tank the 
Philadelphia Eagles, and the Eagles let the 
Phillies use whenever they want. 


Higgins’s chain has also sold one 
Carrie Fisher; it’s painted royal blue, 
match her bedroom. Samadhi sold tank 
John Lennon just two months before 
his death. Robin Williams dunks 
Samadhi, and Kris Kristofferson 
and Rita Coolidge (separately). 

Isolation tanks are not inexpensive. 
The Samadhi costs $2750, while Float

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Gossip beats the rap

For the salad: bring the chicken stock, 
saffron, turmeric, salt, parsley, and 
cinnamon stick boil and cook them 
for one minute. Discard the parsley and 
cinnamon and add the couscous and 
chickpeas. Remove the pan from the heat, 
cover it, and let sit for five minutes, 
until the grain has completely absorbed 
the liquid. 

Transfer the couscous large bowl 
and pour half the dressing. Mix care- 
fully that the couscous and chickpeas 
don’t get smashed; then set the mixture 
aside cool. 

Peel the carrots and quarter them 
lengthwise, then cut each long strip 
half lengthwise again. Then cut each strip 
into 3-inch sticks and pile them into 
saucepan with enough cold water cover 


them. Bring the carrots boil and cook 


them for five minutes, until they are 
just tender. Drain the carrots, rinse them 
with cold water and pile them into bowl. 
Add enough dressing moisten them 
and leave them cool. 

Trim the zucchini both ends and 
score them lengthwise with fork 
lemon zester.

For the salad: 

cups red-wine vinegar; 

cup sugar; 

cup raisins; 

red peppers; 

green peppers; 

tomatoes, dropped into boiling water 
for seconds and drained; 

cup olive oil; 

cloves garlic, crushed; 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper, 
taste. 

For the 

large whole boned chicken breasts; 

cup white wine; 

Juice lemon; 

tablespoons freshly snipped chives; 

cup water; 

tablespoons olive oil; 

red pepper, cored, seeded, and 
shredded; 

tomatoes, dropped into boiling water 
for seconds, then drained, peeled, 
seeded, and finely chopped; 

tablespoons freshly snipped chives; 
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cup heavy cream. 
For the garnish: 

Small head red-leaf lettuce; 

cup pine nuts; 

Few black olives, pitted and cut into 
thin strips; 

Rind from lemon, cut into fine 
shreds; 

Long strips fresh chives. 

For the salad: combine the red-wine 
vinegar and sugar saucepan over low 
heat and cook them until the sugar dis- 
solves. Add the raisins, remove the pan 
from the heat, and leave them plump 
the vinegar. 

Core, seed, and cut the red and green 
peppers into very thin long strips. 

Halve the tomatoes through their 
equators, squeeze each half over bowl 
the seeds pop out, and chop the flesh. 

Heat the olive oil large skillet and, 
when hot, add the garlic and peppers 
and cook them over high heat for about 
two minutes, stirring constantly. Lift the 
peppers from the pan with slotted 
spoon and transfer them large bowl. 

Strain the vinegar-sugar mixture into 
the pan, add the chopped tomatoes with 
salt and pepper taste. Bring the mix- 
ture boil and cook steadily until 
reduced syrup, stirring occasionally. 

Add the raisins the peppers and stir 
the tomato-vinegar mixture. Leave this 
cool, then cover and refrigerate for 
one two days. 

Preheat the oven 450 degrees. 

For the chicken: halve each breast and 
trim the outside edges each one the 
same size. Set them buttered jelly-roll 
pan and pour the white wine, half the 
lemon juice, the first two tablespoons 
chives, and the water. Cover the chicken 
with piece buttered parchment paper 
(press down). 

Cook the chicken the preheated 
oven for minutes, until the 
meat opaque and firm the touch. 
Take from the oven and leave cool. 

Holding the blade thin knife 
parallel the board, halve each breast 
into thin pieces. Pile the chicken 
plate, cover, and refrigerate it. 

Pour the chicken’s cooking liquid into 
skillet and set aside. 

Heat the two tablespoons olive oil 
second skillet and cook the red-pepper 
shreds and chopped tomato until they 
have both lost all their juice and 
collapsed. Turn the heat and cook the 
vegetables for another couple minutes 
reduce some the liquid. 

Boil the chicken cooking liquid with 
the remaining lemon juice until

sauce from the heat and leave cool. 

Stir half-cup the liquid from the 
refrigerated pepper salad into the sauce. 

assemble and garnish the platter: 
arrange the red-leaf lettuce platter 
and set the chicken breasts, overlapping 
circle oval, around the edge. Spoon 
some the creamy sauce over each 
breast (lifting the overlapping slices 
necessary everything gets moistened). 

Arrange the Sicilian pepper salad the 
center the chicken and set the platter 
aside. 

Preheat the oven 400 degrees. Toast 
the pine nuts the hot oven for five 
six minutes, until they are browned, 
and transfer plate cool.

Mount Auburn was the answer, the 
first the great garden cemeteries.

Near 
the entrance sits giant sphinx com- 
memorate the Union, its puffy, curled 
lips and heavy eyelids making dead 
ringer for Elvis Presley. Down 
Halcyon Lake white stone rotunda 
like some ancient Greek temple, the bur- 
ial place Mary Baker Eddy. Every- 
where you see statues nymphs and 
angels and little lambs, poised around 
stone flames colossal marble balls.

But most visitors 
come here for the vistas, not the famous 
dead (there list available 
buried where, including feminists Mar- 
garet Fuller and Dorothea Dix), and 
prefer walk the 125-foot summit 
the optimistically named Mountain Ave- 
nue sit and survey, with forbidden 
picnic lunch, this necropolis nabobs. 


Forest Hills Cemetery 
Founded 1848. Morton Street, Jamaica 
Plain. 

Forest Hills the bargain basement 
Boston’s garden cemeteries. Its 250 acres 
contain only handful famous names; 
perhaps the most renowned are Eugene 
William Lloyd Garrison, and e.e. 
cummings, whose 
seem well suited this cemetery’s status 
second-class Mount Auburn (as 
barometer, 1850 lots cost $75 here, 
$150 Mount Auburn). 

Actually, Forest Hills the larger 
the two, and offers more rural aspect. 
The mock-gothic entrance could belong 
exclusive New England college. Just 
past the gates map Points Inter- 
est, promising such mysterious sights 
Sleepy Hollow, Resthaven, and the Fire- 
man’s Lot. Sleepy Hollow turns out 
valley modern marble markers, over- 
looked especially stupid statue 
St. Francis feeding some metal birds. The 


Lot just what the name 
implies, burial plot for Boston fire- 
fighters, with colossal bronze fireman 
ready sound the alarm. The entrance- 
way also advertises crematorium and 
columbarium (urn gallery), reachable 
you left and follow the yellow 
arrows.” This directive winds 
you past flowers, fountains, and flag- 
poles, through hill and dale, and around 
artificial lake afloat with pretty ducks 
(in the last century, was stocked with 
swans imported from England). 

The monuments here are just 
maudlin those Mount Auburn. 
There’s naked girl with clasped hands 
and stone tears, her head nestled 
lamb; there afe corny inscriptions like 
“Our little Fanny/One less love 
earth/One more meet Heaven.” 


are tombs that resemble Federal 


Reserve banks; there red marble Chi- 
nese pagoda and, strangest all, tiny 
gravestone bearing only the initials 
L.S.D. When you finally arrive the 
within large, locked, suburban-style 
house the home, you would guess, 
dentist diplomat, not furnace 
consuming flesh and bone.

Bone, stone, and skull are arrayed 
the table like poker chips one the 
greatest anthropological gambles 
recent years. Author American Gen- 
esis (Summit, 285 pp., $11.95), Jeffrey 
Goodman playing for the highest 
stakes: the origins humanity. His bid: 
that American Indians are the parents 
all. Goodman contends that homo 
sapiens emerged North America, 
100,000 500,000 years ago, and 
migrated Asia across the Bering Land 
Bridge, eventually settling southern 
France and entering the archaeological 
record Cro-Magnon man, the first gen- 
erally accepted instance modern 
humanity. 

thesis direct assault 
upon scientific orthodoxy. The conven- 
tional view first expounded Thomas 
Jefferson his 1781 Notes Virginia 
that the Indians originated Asia and 
came east America. This proposal has 
evolved into the current scenario, fam- 
iliar all from our high-school text- 
Adams and Eves who crossed into our 
continent around 10,000 BC, foraged 
their way down ice-free Canadian 
corridor, and the space few 
thousand years peopled the hemisphere 
from the Arctic Circle Tierra del Fuego. 

Goodman marshals 
arsenal facts and artifacts support 
his revolutionary hypothesis. cites 
excavations that violate the 
belief, most significantly 1975 dig 
Santa Rosa, California, that uncovered 
dwarf elephant barbecue pit and crude 
chopping tools carbon-dated least 
40,000 BC. points out that physio- 
logical traits common most Indian 
tribes blood and earwax types, nasal 
structure, fingerprint patterns seem 
defy the traditional belief Mongolian 
origins. His own excavation outside Flag- 
staff, Arizona, has yielded engraved 
piece hard volcanic ash that dates 
100,000 BC, which would three times 
older than any other human etching. 

Science, the catalyst for much 
change, itself remarkably resistant 
new ideas. proposals have 
met with fierce opposition from his 
fellow archaeologists, making American 
Genesis story scientific warfare 
well scientific discovery, our con- 
versation reveals. 

How did you come your belief 
reverse migration? 

you follow Cro-Magnon man, 
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Christopher Brown 
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Jeffrey Goodman and friend 
there’s always the riddle where 
came from. just bursts the scene, 
with development, warm-up 
lead-up. Nowhere seen Africa, 
Asia, Europe any place for him 
come from. appears with fully 
developed culture, very sophisticated 
art style, and very definite ideology. 
particular, his ideas tipped off 
where might have come from. 
into shamanism: medicine men, control 
the spirit world. got pictures 
shamans dancing, with buffalo head- 
dress and buffalo cape. lot this 
very remindful American Indian cul- 
ture. And then Cro-Magnon man and the 
American Indian look similar. The male 
from the upper cave Chokoutien 
Chinese site, 16,000 BC) looked just like 
Plains Indian. the beginning, French 
anthropologists said, boy, Cro-Mag- 
non man looks and 
everybody left that. Now have 
skeletal material America predating 

European sites, and one reasonable inter- 
pretation seems that early man mi- 
grated from here there. addition, it’s 
not nice traveling around the world 
ten fifteen thousand years ago. 
glacial period. But you travel 
interglacial period 70,000 170,000 
years ago conditions are ideal. And 
then the environment Cro-Magnon 
man was inhospitable. was rich, but 
they were freezing their asses off all the 
time. the other hand, you need 
Garden Eden, Southern California 
idyllic environment. You have plenty 
rain, big game, and abundant marine 
resources. much rather have surf and 
turf than just keep eating those old 
mammoth burgers every day. 

when early man first evolved? What 
difference does make? 

The concept that man has about his 


ancestors and his human origins affects 
human behavior. the interest 
me. You have two rival models here, and 
the implications are astounding. the 
one hand, you have Robert Ardrey and 
Konrad Lorenz, who contend that man 
aggressive, struggles and works hard 
and somehow makes it, but he’s really 
animal the Naked Ape. the other 
hand, have new model with people 


who from the very start seem be. 


sophisticated and knowledgeable, and 
modern for much longer period time. 
sing questions, like what the hell has 
done all this time? How did get 
sophisticated? Here’s the really high pay- 
off: when look American Indian 
culture and philosophy, which 
different from Western man and seems 
have definite connection with Cro- 
Magnon man, may looking into the 
mind, the philosophy, and the wisdom 
the very first bona fide humans. And 
and behold, they may further down 


the road are. For example, 


American Indian tradition has always 
been concerned with the ecology and the 
environment; not just bunch 
moralistic pap. All sudden, the face 
man his first and purest state very 
different from the hulking cave brute 
who scratching make living.

You make numerous references 
your book the stiff resistance you have 
encountered from the academic and 
scientific worlds.

Nobody really going for the 
golden ring, everybody just maintain- 
ing their position. really think American 
archaeology its infancy far 
being done right. 

your book you never explain 
where the Paleo-Indians came from. 
There are fossils earlier 
human types, predating homo sapiens, 
the Old World. Are you assuming that 
similar remains will found America? 

The fossil remains near-man 
types, who may may not man’s 
line, the biggest bunch crap ever 
foisted people general. They were 
busy kicking Bishop ass 
(Bishop Ussher the author the tra- 
ditional date for the Creation, set 4004 
BC) that they didn’t pay attention what 
they were doing. When found the first 
australopithecus everybody said, “Oh 
look, got another predecessing 
type, doing just great, there are 
pulling the early numbers out the fish 
bowl” syndrome. It’s very easy string 
numbers together. Now have 
australopithecus almost million years 
old, and have another sample from 
Africa just several hundred thousand 
years ago, and the dirty rat 
changed one little bit. Homo erectus 
(another early human type) 
changed one little bit. The heavies 
physical anthropology say, have 
multiplicity forms, there’s overlap,” 
but one has ever shown any concrete 
example evolution. They’re busy 
beating off new ideas that they 
sat down and admitted it. 

I’ve heard this said about animal 
evolution well that there’s one 
species and then another, but there’s 
in-betweens. 

Well, this the “punctuated 
big now, the idea that 
catastrophic changes caused evolution 
move jumps and spurts. But when 
dealing with modern man, 
asking for hell coincidence get all 
these things neatly packaged up. How 
does appear suddenly, know- 
ledgeable? The Indians say they emerged 
from here, they came from other, dis- 
tant places.

buster New Yorker 
writer Thomas Whiteside called it, is, 
roughly, one part miracle five parts the 
hard work its founder and director, 
Michael McCurdy. Yet means 
vanity press, printing books for pay 
dream fine writing with readers 
make live. Penmaen now, dozen 
years after its inception, going concern. 
has published original work Allen 
Ginsberg, Joyce Oates, and the 
prizewinning novelist Robert Coover. 
has been awarded some sizable grants, 
and has gotten without grant sup- 
port. Though not well known as, say, 
the Godine Press indeed perhaps 


because Penmaen not well known 
its story demonstrates well the pleasures 
and compromises involved going 
against best-seller game. 

The name (McCurdy 
pronounces pen-main) and was lifted 
with all due respect from poem Ger- 
ard Manley Hopkins.

Alas, prob- 
ably more awkward dinosaur stalks the modern stage 
than the 20-year-old, second-rate absurdist farce. 
Chilean dramatist Jorge Diaz wrote The Toothbrush 
1961, mingling the sexual ceremony Genet with the 
non sequitur Ionesco. Both were more startling then; 
today old-hat the Colgate Gardol shield. 
doubt The Toothbrush meant bristle with erotic ten- 
sion and social indictment; instead drips 
paste. And Galaxy Theater, which specializes Latin 
American drama, giving production clean and 
cute John smile. 
The play about marriage showcase for sex and 


violence, boredom and the banality everyday life. Ar- 
nie Reisman’s offbeat adaptation and the Galaxy produc- 
tion stress the TV-commercial banality the expense 
the sinister fantasies, with the result that The Tooth- 
brush seems more sleazy sit-com than dis- 
comfiting farce. Director Gabriel Garcia, once acolyte 
Peter Brook and partial gleaming knives, swatches 
blood-red cloth, and creepy rituals, seems have 
switched allegiance Norman Lear.

Then, without missing beat, She careens into fan- 
tasy, chatting the audience her dreams, which range 
from the merely Freudian the positively medieval. And 
with housewifely pride she displays the assorted poisons 
she has prepared for hubby, who then pads the table 
his socks and wolfs them all, apparently without conse- 
quence. It’s sex game, course, though the hostility 
real enough; hatred part intimacy (Genet again). 
So, when She reveals that she has appropriated 
toothbrush last vestige his individuality, his 
only personal polish her shoes, flies into 
rage. Since this Latin American play, all seems 
vaguely political, with the husband yelling things like 
the economy saps wealth, then somebody takes 
seems. Then settles down the glow the gaping re- 
frigerator read all about the next day’s Globe. 

the second act, She reincarnated sultry 
French maid with accent straight out 
crepes commercial.

the Reisman-Garcia rendition, The Toothbrush 
not without its small eccentric charms. But the play 
terribly derivative, and the production is, well, tooth- 
less. Reisman does perhaps too good job translating 
Diaz into the language the American boob-tube, 
though some his low-flying forays into surreality are 
nice things like marital spat filled with such furious 
utterances play with your hair when you eat 
(Who knows, perhaps that’s literal trans- 
lation.)

von superb libretto. fixed Der Ro- 
senkavalier its specific time and place, the rococo 
world 18th-century Vienna, and familiar and 
touching its story that stage director faithfully ob- 
serves the libretto’s elaborately detailed instructions, the 
piece ought play itself. fact, probably better pro- 
duction Der Rosenkavalier has yet been devised than 
the one Alfred Roller designed and Max Reinhardt di- 
rected for its premiere Dresden 1911.

the last year, the industry has concocted hype 
about heavy metal revival. pure fabrication, 
course, because the stuff never went away just got 


eclipsed more newsworthy trends. Heavy 


remains one the most faith- 
ful, and predictable, all rock demographics: white 
males, chiefly working class, within couple years 18. 
However unsavory their recreational activities and tastes, 
they make ideal audience; besides loyalty, got 
wads disposable income spend their own enter- 
tainment cars, drugs, and over-voltage music. 

Rush, power-trio from Canada, got its start the 
waning days heavy metal’s popular dominance. Well 
grounded Led Zeppelin and Cream, the band pur- 
veyed rowdy, uncomplicated riff-rock. Its most unusual 
feature then was determination the group recorded and 
pressed its debut album independently 1974, years 
before new wavers made common practice. Rush’s new 
Moving Pictures (Mercury) number seven the charts 
and climbing its ninth album seven years, further 
testimony the band’s ingrained workaholism.

The Isleys murmur the power

Ithough the Isley Brothers longer tour,
